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Not Much Justification 
For Keeping Sugar Control 


In the new Congress sugar rationing, along with 
other controls left over from the war, face a highly 
uncertain future. 
In addition to the growing senti­ 
ment for abolition of remaining controls, there Is the 
possibility that Congress may kill them indirectly by 
refusing t-o vote additional funds to the OPA for their 
enforcement. 
This general confusion makes it difficult to say 
how much importance to attach to the OPA order 
▼ abating a new ration stamp, good for ten pounds 
of sugar, on April I. 
There is one definite gain which housewives can 
count on as a result of this announcement. The new 
stam p has been validated one month earlier than was 
planned. 
Thus the current five-pounds-per-person 
ration can be used up in three months instead of be­ 
ing stretched thin over four. 
But, except for this circumstance, the new ration 
leaves the home sugar situation in doubt. The April 
I stamp will be good for ten pounds instead of five, 
but this is offset by the announcement that no can­ 
ning stamps will be issued this year. 
In 1946 a fWe- 
pound stamp for sugar for canning was issued in 
March and another later in the year. 
OPA officials now say their “best guess” is that 
housewives will receive 35 pounds per person in 1947. 
Republican leaders in Congress have been cam paign­ 
ing for an increase in rations to at least 35 pounds, 
and preferably 40. It is evident that housewives will 
do considerably better than the 25-pound-per-person 
allotm ent for 1946. 
In fact, there doesn’t seem to be 
much justification for continuation of sugar ration­ 
ing 
Perhaps President Truman will issue a dra­ 
matic announcement terminating this remnant of 
war restrictions. 


Germans, who slaughtered populations of other 
lands on short rations, now complain that they are 
too hungry to work. 


United States Should Keep 
Atomic Secret Well Guarded 
Development of atomic energy for peacetime use 
reveals 80 percent of the knowledge necessary for 
making an atomic weapon. It Is said. 
Can we afford 
to permit industrial development of atomic energy, 
Ii by the process we must give most of the secret away? 
It is an accepted fact that all nations are not 
governed by men of good will. 
Indeed, there are 
more potential threats to world peace and security 
today than there were in 1939. 
No nation today may 
be ready for war, but should we make them ready? 
Granted that harnessing the atom m ight solve the 
fuel and power problems of the universe. 
Of w hat 
value those blessings if we are not here to enjoy them? 
We might not enjoy them long, if by giving away 80 
percent of the secret atomic processes we start a race 
to acquire the other 20 percent of the know-how. 
There is something to be said for going on living just 
as we are. 
Ever ainee the first atom bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima seemingly we have been trying to give the 
secret away, admitting a sense of guilt that we have 
kept it to ourselves so long. 
To that end, congres­ 
sional committees, presidential commissions and in ­ 
ternational agencies have been set up. 
By that 
attitude we may invite the fate of the man who de­ 
signed the electric chair at Ohio penitentiary, only 
to be the first person to die in It. 
We have a bear 
by tfce tall, but instead of trying to let go, we m ight 
consider bow to get it in a cage until it is safe to turn 
It loo&e. 
We do not intend to use the bomb to commit un­ 
provoked. wholesale murder. 
But how can we know 
that all nations are of like mind? When atomic bombs 
rain down on us from the skies it will be too late to 
be sorry. 
Warren R Austin, U. S. delegate to the United 
Nations, has said this country will not exchange Its 
atomic secrets with other nations for constructive 
uses until we are sure they won’t be employed for 
destruction. 
But, if in the meantime, accumulative 
leaks give the secret away, we will have nothing to 
exchange 
Bit by bit, vital Information has seeped 
through the security controls, usually through scienti­ 
fic publications. 
Bernard M Baruch sounded a sober 
w arring which well sums up the case when he said: 
“ While science .should be free, It Should not be free to 
destroy m ankind ” 
This injunction would apply with equal force to 
Congress 
Senator 
B rim 
McMahon, 
Connecticut 
Democrat, m aintains th a t as a member of the Senate 
Committee on Atomic Energy he should have access 
to atomic secrets 
if that is to be the policy there 
will be no secrets at all.

EPROSY W U one of the earliest 
disease* to be described and 
in spite of It* 60 centuries of 
existence, the manner of trans­ 
mission from one victim to another 
is still uncertain. Learning the caus­ 
ative germ has not solved the mys­ 
tery, for over 60 years ago Hansen 
discovered the culprit—an organism 
similar to the tubercle bacillus. 
Furthermore, our method of deal­ 
ing with victims has altered little 
thruout the ages. They have been 
Isolated and sometimes actually ex­ 
iled from family and friends. Those 
who are familiar with the ailment 
argue against such stringent rules, 
stating that it probably la less con­ 
tagious than tuberculosis or syphilis. 
In addition, segregation has discour­ 
aged many early cases, who make 
every attempt to escape the authori­ 
ties by moving from place to place 
or seeking hideouts as lf they were 
criminals. 
These sufferers desire 
medical care but do not dare to sub­ 
mit themselves. As the malady pro­ 
gresses, ultimate surrender is the 
rule. 


8ince we know now that certain 
newer drugs are more effective when 
administered soon after the dis­ 
order ' is 
recognized, 
everything 
should be done to encourage this 
group. Consequently It is highly 
possible that in the future, patients 
in the beginning stages will not be 
cent away but given medication 
from a treatment center. Thus the 
number of advanced cases will be 
reducted materially. Public opinion 
must also be modified and changing 
the name to “Hansen’s disease” 
was a step in the right direction.

un-American activities.

He manage* to keep completely 
out of the limelight, but the smooth­ 
est lobbyist in Washington these 
days is George Johnson, head of 
the Centra! Nebraska Public Power 
District and the Farm Crops Pro­ 
cessing Corporation of Omaha. 


Johnson has Jest succeeded in 
doing what is supposed to be 
almost impossible—he got a pri­ 
vate banking loan given first 
priority 
ever 
a 
Government 
loan. In other words, though 
the Government loan was a 
first mortgage, it will be paid 
off as a second mortgage. 


George Johnson is also the man 
who helped rush a special law 
through Congress benefiting only 
one alcohol plant in the country — 
his Farm Crops Processing Cor­ 
poration. This is the company in 
which Senator Hugh Butler’s old 
partner holds stock, and Butler 
rushed the bill through the Senate 
to oblige his friends and partner. 
It is one of the few pieces of legis­ 
lation passed by the Republicans 
since they controlled Congress. 
Although busy as an alcohol dis­ 
tiller, Johnson also had time to 
put across a unique deal with the 
Public Works Administration. That 
agency had liens of over $43,000,000 
on three Nebraska power projects— 
the Loup, Central Nebraska and 
Platte Valley Districts. 
Wall Street Comes First 
And despite these 
prior 
liens, 
Johnson was so persuasive that he 
induced PWA counsel Allen John­ 
stone to waive these liens in favor 
of the Wall Street firm of B. J. 
Van Ingen which is putting up 
$10,000,000 to build a steam plant. 
Thus the bonds issued by Van In- 
gen will have first lien on the gross 
receipts ol 
the Nebraska Power 
District* and the $43,000,000 of Gov­ 
ernment bonds, which previously 
had first lien, will come second. 
George has been lobbying on this 
ever since last May, but he has 
now finally put it across. 
Most interesting phase of this 
transaction is that it was not sub­ 
mitted to or approved by Comp­ 
troller General 
Lindsay 
Warren. 
Under the law. as interpreted by 
other Government attorneys, no one 
except the Comptroller General has 


the authority to “settle, adjust or 
compromise a claim held In favor 
of the United States.” 
However, this is not the only 
accomplishment of Nebraska's skill­ 
ful George Johnson. He also per­ 
suaded Senator Kenneth Wherry to 
tack a rider on another bill in the 
last session of Congress reducing 
the interest on public works honda 
from 4 to 2V4 per cent. This re­ 
duction is not unfair, but It was 
obtained by unfair means—a rider 
on another biU so that Congress 
could not vote on the real issue.

Strange Senate Bedfellows 
To Capital Insiders who have 
watched the never-ending battles 
over public power, there’s a very 
familiar

to

whoop-and-holler over 
the 
con­ 
firmation of TVA Chairman David 
Lilienthal as chief of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
The battle against Lilienthal fol­ 
lows closely the pattern of the 
fight against TVA itself, when pri­ 
vate power moguls were alarmed 
by the threat of cheap rates to 
their industry—as they are today 
by the threat of atomic energy. 
They know that atomic energy can 
put all electric power out of busi­ 
ness and they don’t want a man in 


th e saddle whom they can’t con­ 
trol . 
D uring the old TVA battle, as 
now, L ilienthal’* public power philo­ 
sophy was a prim e issue Then, as 
now, 
red 
herrings 
were dragged 
across the floor of Congress, w ith 
the same individuals, led by articu ­ 
late G O P S enator Styles Bridges of 
New H am pshire, dragging them . 
If you fold back the Congressional 
Record Record a few years to 1938- 
40, the story repeats itself like a 
cracked phonograph record. 
S enator Bridges set him self up as 
a one-m an grand jury to investigate 
the TVA and its directors, including 
Lilienthal. 
He spent a whole vaca­ 
tion probing the G overnm ent power 
program and filled the record w ith 
vocal thunder. One speech, on Jan . 
18, 1938. in which Hie New H am p­ 
shire S enator charged th a t TVA 
h ad “betrayed its tru st” ran nine 
pages of sm all type. 
T here is only one notable discrep­ 
ancy between acts I and II of B rid­ 
ges’ w ar on Lilienthal. Piston-jaw ed 
S enator K enneth M cKellar of T en­ 
nessee. who is solidly team ed w ith 
Bridges now, supported the TVA 
in the 1938-40 battles. 
You alm ost 
have to read it to believe it, but Mc­ 
K ellar, who has waged an unparal- 
led m ud-sm earing vendetta against 
Lilienthal and the TVA in the last 
few years, actually accused Bridges 
In 1940 of trying to “throw dirt on 
the TVA.’’ 
Now they are battling arm and 
arm together. Very strange bed­ 
fellows!

pecially’ in the Senate — do not 
doubt for one moment his loyalty 
etther to democracy or to his own 
government. 
The idea that Mr. 
Lilienthal could harbor and friend­ 
lier thoughts for some other gov­ 
ernment than his own is absurd on 
its face. 
He is much too valued a 
public servant and too well known 
In public life for such charges to 
gain any currency. 
It is regret­ 
table that any such implication has 
been made. 
But the opposition to Mr. Lilien­ 
thal is rapidly mounting and on 
grounds of a different sort. 
The 
truth is Mr Lilienthal is a believer 
in New Deal philosophy and was 
the New Deal’s agent in swallowing 
up Wendell Winkles power com­ 
pony in Tennessee. 
Mr. Winkle 
always conceded 
Mr. 
Lilienthal* 
ability, 
though he questioned his 
propaganda in behalf of public own­ 
ership.

The background 
of controversy 
that surrounds Mr. Lilienthal re­ 
lates more to his ideas on public 
ownership than 
on 
Communism. 
Few people realize what atomic en­ 
ergy could mean as a competitor of 
electricity and existing power fa­ 
cilities. 
Would such a 
man in 
public office be able to serve the 
people best or would it be better 
to have someone who is more ob­ 
jective on the public power ques­ 
tion? 
This is one of the queries that 
perhaps may have arisen so as to 
line up opponents to the confirma­ 
tion. 
Mr. Lilienthal. of course, 
will have with him other members 
of the commission, but he has a 
strong personality and the senators 
who oppose him Imply that Mr. 
Lilienthal will dominate the com­ 
mission lf he is confirmed.

STRAWS IN TMS WIND 
B R O A D W A Y

Even before Republican speakers 
e t Lincoln Day dinners, especially 
presidential possibilities S ta te n and 
T aft, dealt w ith th e tariff, it was ap ­ 
paren t th a t the country is about to 
experience a repetition of th e tariff 
debates 
which 
have occurred 
a t 
roughly 10-year intervals through­ 
out m ore th a n a century. 
B ut in th a t sentence here w ritten, 
tw o words need explanation. W hat 
we are about to experience is not a 
“repetition.” And it is not a “debate” 
between tile two parties, of th e kind 
th a t 
attended 
th e 
Sm oot-Hawley 
tariff, or th e Fordney one. or Hie 
Ding ley one, or any of a dozen o th ­ 
ers, back to the tim e of Henry Clay. 
T he tariff question, as It now lies 
before us, is not a dom estic contro­ 
versy between agriculture and m an­ 
ufacturing, a* th e early tariff de­ 
botes were, nor a struggle for a d ­ 
vantage on the part ol various in ­ 
dustries, as m any of our later tariff 
debates were. For there has come 
into the world a condition w hich 
m akes th e very words “ta riff” ob­ 
solete, and m akes th e slogans th a t 
attended form er tariff debates, such 
as “pork barrel” m eaningless. Even 
th e com paratively m odern term “re­ 
ciprocal trade agreem ents,” brought 
forw ard 
by 
form er 
Secret a ry 
of 
S tate Hull some dozen years ago. is 
inadequate as a solution of the new 
condition. Most basically obsolete of 
all is the phrase “free trade.” which 
was commonly, although m islead­ 
ingly. used as the antithesis of ta r ­ 
iffs, a kind of epithet case by R e­ 
publicans at Democrats. 
A clue to the new and revolution­ 
ary condition is in a passage in ex- 
G overnor 
S tassen’s 
Lincoln 
Day 
speech. He was describing the happy 
condition America enjoys as a re­ 
sult of freedom of tariffs between 
th e states: 
“If . . . each of the states ot the 
union should raise its own w heat. 
mill its own flour, m ake its own 
shoes, build its own autom obiles, 
tailor its own clothing, the rem it 
would be th a t th e people in none of 
th e states would be enjoying th e 
standard of living they enjoy today.** 
Having 
portrayed 
th at 
happy 
A m erican 
condition, 
Mr. 
Stassen 
says th a t we now face the problem 
of 
duplicating 
it 
for 
the whole 
world: “We have now reached the 
point 
where 
the counter-part 
of 
this basic fact is upon u s on a world 
level.” 


In th a t Am erican condition which 
Mr. Stassen vividly portrays, a m an 
in M ichigan can m ake a m ousetrap 
or automobile, and sell it to a m an 
in Pennsylvania, w ithout tariff im ­ 
pedim ent. If this freedom from trad e 
barriers were now to be achieved 
upon a world basis, as Mr. Stassen 
suggests, it would m ean th a t the 
m an in M ichigan could, w ith th e 
sam e freedom from trade barriers, 
sell his m ousetrap or autom obile to 
a m an iii Orissa; and a m an in 
Odessa could sell his leather or furs 
to the m an iii M ichigan. T h at would 
be real freedom of trade, freedom 
of an individual or corporation in 
one country to trade with an indi­ 
vidual or corporation in another 
country. 
But. 
as 
between 
America 
and 
Russia, that freedom of trade is 
m ade impossible by a fundam ental 
concept and practice of the Com ­ 
m unist G overnm ent. An Am erican 
who undertakes to sell in Rusrta or 
buy from Russia, does not deal w ith 
an 
individual 
R ussian 
citizen 
or 
corporation. He deals w ith the R us­ 
sian governm ent, the governm ent is 
the sole buyer and the sole seller. 
Tile condition Is apparently about 
to be set up in England. W ith Hie 
taking o \cr of industries by Hie lab­ 
or 
G overnm ent, 
governm ent 
be­ 
comes Hie one seller and the one 
buyer. In England potentially and 
already beginning, and in Russia 
actually, trade with other countries 
is a governm ent monopoly. 
Tile system is being adopted by 
other countries, and there is a strik­ 
ing recent developm ent. A pparently 
Russia 
and countries w ithin 
the 
Russian area of influence, such as 
Czechoslovakia, practicing govern­ 
ment 
ow nership of 
industry 
are 
about to set up special trade rela­ 
tion'? w ith each other. 
W hat America apparently faces as 
respect* foreign trad" is a p art of 
w hat it faces in other fundam ental 
respects. It is a conflict on a world 
basis—on the one hand, a group of 
Com m unist countries and a group of 
Socialist countries, each group hav­ 
ing w ithin itself group-wide trade 
relations; and. on the other hand 
the U nited States as a country prac­ 
ticing private ow nership of industry. 
In th at condition, discussion about 
the American tariffs in the term s in 
which it has been discussed for a 
century, would be inadequate and 
antiquated.

See Introduces 
Resolution In House 


Petitioning the Secretary of the 
Interior to sell to the Mayor and 
Council of Cumberland the old C. 
and O. Canal property within the 
city limits, a joint resolution was 
introduced in the House of Dele­ 
gates yesterday by Delegate Charles 
M. See. 
The land Is now owned by the In­ 
terior Department’s Division of Pub­ 
lic Parks, and See asks that it be 
sold to Cumberland at a “nominal 
consideration.” 
The resolution points out that 
Cumberland authorities have evolv­ 
ed plans for construction of a high­ 
way on the land, which abuts the 
Potomac River and Wills Creek 
within the city. 
“Unsightly And Unsanitary** 
See’s resolution declared that the 
land "has long since fallen into dis­ 
use and has become unsightly and 
unsanitary and detrimental to the 
health and general well-being** of 
Cumberland residents. 
He said it is his opinion that the 
property “will not be used in the 
future as a waterway because of 
more modern transportation” meth­ 
ods. 
In addition to proposed construc­ 
tion of a highway on the land. See 
said lf It was acquired it also be used 
for "sewerage, housing and recrea­ 
tional purposes.” 
The projected highway, with sew­ 
age conduits underneath, would re­ 
lieve traffic congestion in the city 
the resolution stated, and provide a 
fast route to the municipal airport. 
A copy of the resolution will be 
mailed to the Secretary of the In 
ter tor, one to each of Maryland’s 
United States Senators and to each 
of Maryland's members of the House 
of Representatives, See said. 
Will Bear Great Seal 
He added that the copies will be 
mailed by the secretary of state and 
will bear the Great Seal of Mary­ 
land. 
The resolution was referred to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
Delegate Horace P. Whitworth 
Jr., chairman of the Allegany Coun­ 
ty delegation, said yesterday after­ 
noon that the House Ways and 
Means Committee and the Senate’s 
Financial Committee started Joint 
hearings on the budget. Whitworth 
is a member of the Ways and Means 
Committee.

The Building and Construction 
Trades Council last night passed a 
resolution calling for the construc­ 
tion of school buildings at Lonacon­ 
ing, Mt. Savage and Ellerslie this 
year, George W. Lucas, president, re­ 
ported. 
Lucas said the group pointed out 
that money for the buildings has 
been approved by the state legisla­ 
ture and that the group sees no 
reason why school children of this 
county should continue to put up 
with crowded conditions. 
The Board of Education has rec­ 
ommended to the Allegany County 
delegation of the General Assembly 
that the building {urogram, so far 
as the three above mentioned build­ 
ings are concerned, be deferred at 
least until building costs become 
more definitely evident. They point­ 
ed out the 1941 legislature authoriz­ 
ed a bond issue of $800,000 for the 
buildings while the present esti­ 
mated cost is $2,895,000. 
Robert A. Warner, Philadelphia, 
AFL organizer, who installed 1947 
officers, urged members to keep 
abreast of the current legislative 
program and to protest passage of 
bills which might restrict labor.

May Be Delayed 


BALTIMORE, Feb, 14 (^ —Mary­ 
land motorists may not get their 
1947 license plates until June I, 
Motor Vehicles Commissioner W. 
Lee Elgin disclosed today. 
He explained it all depended upon 
what action the Legislature takes 
on a bill which would increase com­ 
mercial vehicle registration fees and 
provide a flat $10 levy for automo­ 
bile tags. 
Ordinarily, forms for 1947 tags 
would go into the mails tomorrow 
and motorists would have to have 
the new tags on their cars by mid­ 
night, March 31. 
The General Assembly passed a 
bill a few weeks ago authorizing the 
governor to extend the validity of 
the old plates in event of an emer­ 
gency. 
Elgin said it would take three 
months to prepare new forms if the 
flat fee bill passed and $26,500 would 
be needed to pay for their printing 
He explained that if the Legisla­ 
ture were to defeat the measure 
within the next few days, the al­ 
ready-prepared 
standard 
f o r m s 
would be mailed out and the new 
plates would be issued on schedule. 
If the bill were defeated later in 
the month, a short extension in the 
validity of the present plates will be 
required, he said. 
The commissioner explained that 
if the new bill passed by March I, 
Governor Lane is expected, under 
his new power, to extend the valid­ 
ity of the present license tags three 
months while the new forma are be­ 
ing prepared and malled. 
The bill is being held in Senate 
committee for changes. A hearing 
was held on the measure recently 
and many trucking interests object­ 
ed to some of its provisions.

were made by representatives of the 
Allegany Trades Council to the 
Board of AUegany County Commis­ 
sioners yesterday, as they also filed 
a formal protest against a two cent 
consumers sales tax. 
F. Patrick Attender, chairman of 
the Trades Council committee, and 
Clarence E. Bramble, secretary, ap- 
!>eared before the board and re­ 
quested licensing of slot machines, 
increasing liquor license 
fees to 
clubs, one dollar tax per gallon on 
liquor, removal of tax exemptions on 
clubs, etc., where liquor Is sold, and 
consideration of a plan to put AUe­ 
gany County in the wholesale liquor 
business. 
The union representatives com­ 
mented that a general sales tax 
would work a hardship on many 
people in the lower income brackets, 
and said the tax bill now before the 
General Assembly is unfair, but 
.•Anee other revenue is needed, it 
should come from sources other 
than real estate taxes. 
Attender then presented a letter 
setting forth the objections and 
suggestions of the organized labor 
groups as foUows:
